ADDITIONS TO THE LIST OF I‘1IILI1T‘L\E BIRDS, WITH 
DESCRIPTIONS OF NEW AND RARE SPECIES.

This is the seventh of a series of paj^ers on Philippine birds, pub- 
lished by the writer, addinix, in all, oG species to the list of those pre- 
viously known from the islands."^ It is the writer's intention soon to 
piiblisli a list of Dr. Paul Bartsch’s Philippine collection of birds, in 
which two additional forms will be described. 

Tlie following are additions to the species recorded from the Phil- 
ippine Islands: 

STERNA LONGTPENNIS Nordmann. 

NORD MANN’S TERN. 

I collected five specimens (Nos. 140G5-GG, author's collection) of 
this species, in Basilan Strait, off Zamboanga^ ^Mindanao, April 10, 
lOOG. Four were j^reserved as skins (Cat. Xos. 200770-73, U.S.N.M.) 
and one in alcohol. 

LOBTPES LOBATUS (Linnaeus). 

NORTHERN PHALAROPE. 

On several occasions I had seen flocks of phalaropos on the seas 
surrounding the Philippine Islands; and on April 10, lOOG, three 
specimens were collected in Basilan Strait, which connects the Snlu 
and Celebes seas. These are Cat. Nos. 200774-G, U.S.N.M. 

TANYGNATHUS MEGALORHYNCHOS (Boddaert). 

GREAT-BILLED PARROT. 

On January 23 and October 8, lOOG, this large green parrot was 
found in considerable numbers on Sarangani and Balut Islands of 
the Sarangani group, off southern Mindanao. An adult female 
(Cat. No. 200811, U.S.N.M.) was collected on Balut Island, January 
23, lOOG. 

The following are believed to be new to science:

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PHAPITRERON SAMARENSIS, new species. 

SAMAR BROWN PIGEON. 

7'i/pe, — Cat. Xo. 1G109G, U.S.X.M. Adult female. Collected in 
]\Iai’ch, 1888, on the island of Samar, Philippine Islands, by Dr. F. S. 
Bourns. 

Characters , — Besembling Phaintrcron hrerirostris,^ but with fore- 
head, chin, and throat whiter than in P. altrifrors jNIcGregor. From 
P. hrerirost)‘ls it is i*eadily distinguishable by the white forehead, 
chin, and upi)er throat, also by the much greater amount of coppery 
amethystine rellections on the crown, breast, and upper back, and 
by the usual absence of green reflections on the side of the hind liead 
below the suborbital white stripe; and the under ])arts are much paler. 
From P. alhifroits it may be at once distinguished by the different 
color of the under parts, which lack the olivaceous-gray on the breast, 
and by its more ochraceous abdomen; also the coppery reflections on 
the breast anul upper back of P, samarensis are entirel}’^ absent in P, 
alhifrons, 

MeasarcmcHts of type (from well-made skin of female). — Total 
length, 2‘I() mm.; wing, tail. Do; culinen and cere (chord), 14; 
tarsus, B); middle toe with claw, 2G. ‘‘Eyes pink. Feet, base of 
mandible, and around eyes, dark purple. Tip of bill black. Egg 
taken from ovaiy.” {V^, S. Bourns.) 

J/easaremeats of adult male (Cat. Xo. IGlOGo, U.S.X.M., collected 
in April, 1888, on the island of Samar, by Dr. F. S. Bourns). — 
Wing, 129 mm.; tail, 95; culmen and cere (chord), 14.5; tarsus, 20; 
middle toe with claw, 27. 

MUSCADIVORES PALMASENSIS, new species. 

PALMAS ISLAND FRDIT-EATING PIGEON. 

Type, — Cat. Xo. 200839, U.S.X.jNI. Adult male. Collected Jan- 
uary 21, 190G, on Palmas Island, in the Celebes Sea, Philippine 
Islands, by Edgar A. jMeaiais. (Original number, 13889.) 

Characters , — Closely related to M uscadhwres plcherinyi from 
^langsee Island, north of Borneo, on the west side of the Sulu Sea; 
also to M uscadirores lanyhornei Alearns, from West Bolod Island, 
southeast of the Sulu Sea and near the island of Basilan. From the 
type of plctxcrluyi (Cat. Xo. 15732 U.S.X.]\I.) it differs in being 
paler, witli much less vinaceous color on the cliin, thi’oat, breast, 
and under tail-coverts. The wing is 10 inm. shorter. From lany- 
horncl,^ which it resembles more closely in the coloration of the under 
parts, it can be distinguished at a glance by the dark color of the 
mantle, rum]), and upper tail-coverts. 

Adult wale (type, killed Januaiy 21). — Head, neck, uppei* back, 
and under parts, lilac-gray, purest on the upper side of neck and 
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upper back, washed with viiiaccous on crown, ear-coverts, and breast, 
fadinof to whitish around base of bill, and shading to drab-gray on 
legs and crissuni; scai)nlars, back, lannp, and wing-coverts mouse 
gray, lustrous in a certain liglit; wing-(piills and upi)er tail-coverts 
dark mouse gray, with subdued I’ellections of violet, coppery, and 
green; rectrices lustrous golden green above, smoke gray below; 
flaidcs, axillars, and lining of wings clear gray. xVn adult male 
topot^'pe in fresh plumage, shot b}" Dr. Paul C. Freer, October 7, 
1000. oidy differs from the type in being appreciably darker. The 
sexes are practically alike in size and color. 

Colors of soft parts . — Two mated pairs, about to breed, had the 
soft parts colored exactly alike, January 21, 1000: Iris red; eyelids 
and feet vinaceoiis: claws dusky pni*plish gray; bare space surround- 
ing eye, pale plumbeous; bill pale bluish gray at tip, darker — 
plumbeous — at base. Testicles functionally enlarged. 

Measurements of tiro adult nudes (type and topotype measured 
fresh by the authoi-). — Total length, 420, 430 mm.; alar expanse, 
735, 750; wing, 240, 240; tail, 150, 100; culmen (chord), 20, 20; 
tarsus, 32, 34; middle toe with claw, 40, 40. 

OTUS STEEREI, new species. 

TUMINDAO SCOPS OWL. 

Type. — Cat. Xo. 210752, IT.S.X.M. Adult male. Collected by 
Edgar A. INIearns, October 13, 1000, on Tumindao Island, off Sitanki 
Island, Philippine Islands. (Original number, 14421.) 

Charaefers . — Very similar to the Celebesian Otus menadensis^ 
from which it may be distinguishe<l by being larger, with upper 
parts darker, with moi'e of the black vermiculations ; black centers 
to the feathers of the under parts much less conspicuous; feathers 
of tarsus more heavily cross-barred with blackish. Of the Philip- 
pine species it is most closely related to Otus euyensis ]\IcGregor, 
but is darker and much smaller, having the same white, black-tipped 
scapulars, but with the entire plumage darker and more heavily 
marked, and the wing about 15 mm. shorter. It bears no close 
resemblance to any other Philippine species. 

Measurements. — IVing, 157 mm.; tail, 84; culmen from cere 
(chord), 15; tarsus, 33. Iris yellow; bill and feet greenish (from 
fresh specimen). The stomach of the type contained insects. 

Named for J. B. Steere, known for his studies of Philippine birds. 

PRIONITURUS MALINDANGENSIS, new species. 

MOUNT MALINDANG RACQUET-TAILED PARROT. 

Type, — Cat. No. 200887, U.S.N.M. Adult female. Collected at 
5,000 feet altitude on Mount Lebo, a spur of Blount iNlalindang, 
INlisamis Province, northwestern Mindanao, Philij^pine Islands, J\Iay 
14, lOOG, by Edgar A. iNIearns. (Original number, 14131.) 
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CliaTactcrs. — Closol}" related to Prioniturus w utmost mdti Eoths- 
cliild, from IMouiit Apo, southeastern ]\Iiiulaiiao, from ^Yhich‘ it may 
l)e distino'uished 1)V its larger size, miieli yellower coloring of under 
side, greener, less brownish back and scapulars, longer tail, but much 
shorter naked shafts to the central pair of feathers. 

Achdt female (type and only specimen). — Upper parts green, with 
slight touches of bluish on forehead, and a light greenish brown 
rump, as in P. irafersfradfi : wings bright green above, with con- 
cealed inner webs blackish, and outer webs narrowly edged with yel- 
low; edge of wing pale yellow; rectrices green above tipped with dull 
black, beiyl green on under side, the shafts and spatules of the central 
pair dull l)lack, with webs all green to the naked shafts; entire under 
parts golden green; axillars and lining of wings oil green; under 
side of primaries dull black, broadly boi'dered on the inner webs with 
beryl green. Iris dark brown ; bill pale horn color, faintly plum- 
beous at base and tip of mandibles; feet and claws plumbeous (from 
fresh specimen), 

Measairfnenfs of type (female), — Wing, 15:^ mm.; tail, 70 (to end 
of lengthened central pair, 12()) ; culmen from cere (chord), 20; 
tarsus, lO; middle toe with claw, 25. 

Measin^evinifs of adult female topotype of /k ivatci^stradtl (Cat. 
No. 19213G, U.S.N.M.). — Wing, 145 mm.; tail, 75 (to end of lengtli- 
ened central ] 3 air, 151); culmen from cere (chord), 18; tarsus, 15; 
middle toe with claw, 25 (skin). 

YUNGIPICUS SIASIENSIS. new species. 

SIASI PIGMY WOODPECKER. ‘ 

Type. — Cat. No. 2107G5, U.S.N.M. Adult male from Siasi Island, 
Philippines, collected October 12, 100(), hy Edgar A. iMearns, (Origi- 
nal number, 14401). 

Mv. E. Ilargitt, in the original description of I yngipieiis ram- 
saytP^ gave the type-locality as ‘^Northeast Poiaieo;'’ but the same 
author^ says that the type was an adult male collected by A. Everett 
in the “ Snlu Islands.'’ 

An adult male specimen (Cat. No. 211344, U.S.N.^I.) collected by 
Dr. Paul P>artsch, Feburary 23, 1008, on Papahag Island, off Tawi- 
Tawi, one of the southern islands of the Snlu group, agrees with Ilar- 
gitt 's Yuugi pleas ramsayi. 

Adult male (type). — Similar to the male of Y. ramsayi.^ but with a 
smaller bill and without white markings on the upper surface of the 
primaries or secondaries except a small concealed white spot on inner 
webs of several secondaries, and with much less white on the inner 
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margins of the inner wel)s on iiiuler side of wing; and the orange- 
yellow of the undei’ pai ts is iniieh inoi’C restricted, being confined to 
a narrow band across the chest. 

Adult female (Cat. No. 210740, U.S.N.^I., killed at the same time 
and place as the type, Avith which it Avas apparently mated). — Similar 
to the male, but lacking the elongated scarlet feathers on the edge of 
the posterior half of the croAvn and occiput, the entire upper surfac(' 
of head and neck being dark broAAUi. The AAdiite markings of the 
upper and under sides of the AAungs are restricted to the same extent as 
those of the type, and tend to form a very narroAv brownish-Avhite 
margin to the inner Avebs of the innermost secondaides, beloAV, in.stead 
of forming squarish detached Avhite spots as in Y. ramsayi; the 
orange-yelloAv pectoral band as in the male. 

MeasuremcnU of Y ungipic\is siasiensis , — Adult male (type) : 
Wing, 83 mm. ; tail, 47 ; culmen, 19.5. Adult female (Cat. No. 210704, 
U.S.N.M. ; topotype) : Wing, 85 mm.; tail, 49; culmen, 20.2. 

Measurements of Yungipieus ramsayi . — Adult male (Cat. No. 
211344, l\S.N.i\l.) : Wing, 85 mm.; tail, 47; culmen, 18. 

RHINOMYIAS RUFICAUDA MINDANENSIS. new subspecies. 

MINDANAO RUFOUS-TAILED FLYCATCHER. 

Type. — Cat. No. 190247, ThS.N.M. Adult male, collected by the 
Avriter at Pantar, Mindanao, Philij^pine Islands, August 24, 1903. 
(Original No. 12929.) 

The series of this genus in the U. S. National Museum shoAvs that 
there are three geographical forms of the rufous-tailed flycatcher, 
from the islands of Basilan, Mindanao, and Samar, respectiA^el}^ 

Compared with the Samar and ^Mindanao forms the Basilan foi'in, 
Rhinomyias rufeanda riifeauda^ has the under parts Avhiter, middle 
of chest grayer, sides of chest and flanks a grayer broAvn, with entire 
side of head slate-gray. 

R. mindanensis and samarensis both liaA^e broAvn cheeks, and differ 
from each other in size, the jMindanao foi*m being larger. The upper 
surfaces are of a lighter, more olivaceous, and less nifescent color.

MOUNT MALINDANG FLYCATCHER-WARBLER. 



Type. — Cat. Xo.* i20‘2iU)0, IT.S.X.M. Adult male. Summit of 
Grand Maliiulaug ^Mountain (altitude slightly aliovc 0,000 feet), 
Misamis Province, nortlnvestern ^lindanao, Philip})ine Islands, frune 
0, lOOG. Collected l)v Kdi;ar A. Mcarn.s. (Oi-igiiial number, 14ii75.) 

Charaet(vi ^. — Similar to Crypinlopha mhi(hn\er\^h ITartert, from 
Mount Apo, Mindanao, but smaller, less yellow above and below, and 
with a distinct 3 Tllowish-white ])o.st-ocular streak extending to the 
occiput; bill flesh color instead of yellow on base of mandible; feet 
grayish flesh color instead of ])lnmb(‘ous. 

Adult male. — Upjier jiarts olive-green, darkest on the crown ; wings 
and tail dark brown, broadly bordered with olive-green on the outer 
webs, but Avith outer rectrix white to the base, edged with pale yelloAV 
basally and Avith oliAT-broAvn terminallv on outer Aveb; second rectrix 
dark broAvn at base of iniKU* Aveb, white on terminal tAvo-thirds, yellow 
on ])asal half of outer AV(‘b, and oli ve-l)i*0Avn on terminal lialf ; third 
rectrix edged Avith Avhite at tip of inner Aveb and yelloAV on outei* aa eb 
at base; loral and post-oculai' streak yelloAvish Avhite; entire under 
parts sulphur yelloAv, obscured by pale olive-green centers to the

PSEUDOTHARRHALEUS M ALINDANGENSIS, new species. 

MOUNT MALINDANG WOOD-ACCENTOR. 

Type, — Cat. No. 210853, U.S.N.M. Adult male. Summit of 
Mount Malindang, northwestern Mindanao, Philippine Islands, alti- 
tude slightl}^ above 0,000 feet, June (>, lOOG. Collected by Edgar A. 
Mearns. (Original number, 14277.) 

Characters , — The largest known species of Pseudotliarrhaleus; gray 
of cheeks and supraorbital stripe obscured by heavy markings of 
brown ; feathers of chest heavily marked with black centers. 

Adult male (type and only specimen). — General color above burnt 
umber, washed with Vandyke brown on rump and upper tail-coverts; 
tail darker; wing-quills brownish black, with outer webs broadly 
margined with the same color as the upper parts and extendiiig to 
the outer webs of the under side of wing; head sepia above, without 
an appreciable supraorbital stripe; sides of head grayish broAvn, 
maculated with bister; chin and upper throat dirty whitish; much 
obscured by dusky macules occupying the centers of the feathers; 
middle of chest gray, heavily marked with blackish centers to the 
feathers; sides, crissum and under tail-coverts, axillars, and lining of 
wings like the back, this color shading to wood brown on middle of 
belly; iris brown; bill plumbeous-black; feet and claws broAvn (from 
fresh specimen). The folloAving measurements were taken from the 
tyi:)e specimen, freshly killed, by the Avriter: Total length, 19G mm.; 
alar expanse, 212; Aving, GG; tail, 00; cuhnen (chord), 1G.5; bill from 
nostril, 10.3; from occiput to tip of bill, 42; tarsus, 28; middle toe 
AAuth claw, 25. 

This bird Avas usually found in holloAvs under mossy logs. Its note 
resembles the alarm call of the American Pipilo fuseus mesoleucus, 

BRACHYPTERYX MALINDANGENSIS, new species. 

MOUNT MALINDANG SHORTWING, 

Type. — Cat. No. 202137, U.S.N.M. Adult female. Summit of 
Grand Malindang Mountains, altitude 9,000 feet, Misamis Province, 
northAvestern IMindanao, Philippine Islands, June 5, 190G. Collected 
by Edgar A. JMearns. (Original number 142G9.) 

Characters , — ^lost closely related to Brachypteryx hrunneieeps 
Grant and B, mindanensls JMearns. Smaller than Imnmelceps,^ about 
equaling mindanensls; coloration A^ry dark; russet of front of head 
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intensified to almost a burnt umber, and not extending backward 
be 3 mnd the e^xs; edge and lining of wings, slate color, instead of 
rusty. 

vufJc . — (Cat. No. 202b>G, U.S.X.^I. A topot^^pe from the 
summit of iloiint ^lalindang, altitude 0,000 feet, June 5, lOOO). — 
Uniformly slate-black, becoming practically^ black on the whole head, 
except a minute and wholly^ concenled supraoi*bital white spot. Iris 
dark reddish brown: bill all jet black; feet and claws plumbeous- 
black (from fresh specimen). 

Adult feuude (ty^pe). — Fi-ont of head back to the ey^es rusty^ burnt 
umber, with eyx^-ring of same color; hind half of head, neck all 
i-ound, and all of body^ exce])t abdomen, blackish slate; abdomen 
washed with bi’ownish gray’; wings and tail brownish black, washed 
with slate-color; edge and lining of wings slate-color, not russet. 
The colors of the iris, l)ill, and feet were noted as exactly’ like those 
of the male topoty’pe. 

M emnrcments^i, — Adult nude (Cat. No. 202130, U.S.N.]\I.) : Total 
length, 100 mm.; alar expanse, 222; wing, 70; tail, GO; culmen 
(chord), 14. r>: bill from nostril, 0; tarsus, 32; middle toe AA’ith claw, 
24. Aihdf fem(dc (ty’pe) : Total length. 148 mm.; alar expanse, 213; 
Aving, 00; tail, 7)3; culmen (chord), 13; bill from nostril, 8.5; tarsus, 
34; middle toe with claAA’, 24.5. 

HYLOTERPE APOENSIS BASILANICA, new subspecies. 

BASILAN ISLAND THICK-HEAD, 

Tyj)C, — Cat. No. 1(>1534, U.S.N.il. Adult male. Collected on the 
island of Basilan, Philippine Islands, November 8, 1887, by’ I). C. 
AVorcester. 

Adult male , — Similar to typical Ilylotcrpe apocnsis, but paler 
throughout, with crown brownish in.stead of graynsh ; nnderparts 
canary y’ellow instead of lemon y’elloAv; .slightly smaller. Wing, 
78 mm.; tail, 07; culmen, 14; bill from nostril, 0.2; tarsus, 17.5; 
“Ti'is brown. Bill black.” 

Ad}dt feni(d(\ — (Cat. No. 201258 U.S.N.M. Collected on the island 
of Basilan, Philippine Islands, February’ 10, 1000, by Edgar A. 
]\Iearns. Original number, 13002). Paler and dingier than the 
male; under parts jnile canary y’elloAv from throat baclvAvard. AA^^ing, 
71 mm.; tail, 01; tarsus, 17.5. 

Remarks . — Specimens in the I^. S. National Aliiseum, collected on 
the island of Siqnijor, Philippine I.slands, by F. S. Bourns and D. C. 
AA^^orcester, are exactly like Basilan specimens taken in Fel)ruaiy, 
1888, and must be included as belonging to this subspecies. LoAvland 
birds from ]\[indanao Island connect the forms apoenfim and hasiJ- 
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ZOSTEROPS GOODFELLOWI MALINDANGENSIS, new subspecies. 

MOUNT MALINDANG SILVER-EYE. 

Type- — Cat. No. 20i2401, U.S.N.M. Adult male. Summit of 
Mount Lebo (IMalindang group), altitude 5,750 feet, Misamis Prov- 
ince, northwestern ^lindanao. May 21, 1000. Collected by Edgar A. 
Mearns (original number 14109). 

Characters, — Smaller than typical Zosterops good f ell oiri„ with 
stouter bill, front half of head grayish brown instead of olive-green; 
nape greenish gray instead of olive-green ; auricular patch more 
sharply defined and less greenish; malar region washed with brown 
instead of being dirty white; throat and upper breast more distinctly 
washed with brown. The iris is reddish brown in both ; bill black in 
maUndangensis^ plumbeous-black in goodfeVoin ; feet and claws pale 
olive, yellowish on under side of toes in both. 

Measurements of Zosterops goodfelhnci goodfelloivi and Zosterops 
goodfellowi malmdangensis contrasted . — Adult males (measured in 
the flesh by the writer): Total length, 150-147 mm.; alar expanse, 
231-218; wing, 75-70; tail, 01-57; culmen (chord) 13-15; tarsus, 
21-21; middle toe with claw, 10-10.5. Adult femedes (measurements 
from dry skins): Wing, 70-03 mm.; tail, 50-54; culmen (chord), 
12.5-13.5; tansus, 21-21. 

Material, — Seven specimens of typical goodfelloud from Mount 
Apo and eleven of the present form from the ^lalindang group of 
mountains. 

Range, — From 5,000 feet on Lebo and Bliss peaks up to the summit 
of Grand Malindang (9,000 feet). 

CYRTOSTOMUS JUGULARIS MINDANENSIS, new subspecies. 

MINDANAO YELLOW-BREASTED SUNBIRD. 

Type, — Cat. Xo. 192001, U.S.X.M. Adult male. Collected Janu- 
ary 24, 1904, at Zamboanga, western Mindanao, Philippine Islands, 
by Edgar A. Mearns. (Original number, 13177.) 

Characters, — ilost closely resembling Cyrtostomus jugularis jug Pi- 
laris of Luzon, but slightly larger, with the upper parts olive-green 
instead of broAvnish olive-gray; under parts nearly uniform lemon 
yellow instead of canary yellow. 

Comparative measurements, — Males of Cyrtostomus jugularis m.in- 
danensis average : Wing, 54 mm. ; tail, 44 ; culmen (chord) , 18 ; tarsus, 
15. Males of C, j, jugularis average : Wing, 50 mm. ; tail, 40; culmen, 
18 ; tarsus, 15. Females of C, j, mindanensis a Average : Wing, 52 mm. ; 
tail, 38; culmen, 18; tarsus, 14. Females of C, j, jugularis nyQvage: 
Wing, 48 mm; tail, 38; culmen, 17 ; tarsus, 14. 

Material, — Twenty-six skins, from Mindanao and the offlying 
islands of Talicud and Buluan, the latter shoAving a tendency to 
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intergracle witli }. n^oodi. One skin from Cebn Tslnnd appears to 
he this form. 

Remarks, — Skins from northern Mindanao, adjoining the range of 
G, jiujidaris dinayatrvsis (Biicas, Dinagat, Leyte, Bohol, and Panay 
islands) show no tendency to intergrade with duutgatensis^ but, on 
the contrary, have the under parts paler yellow than any others from 
Mindanao. The range of dinagatensis separates the ranges of 
larJs and mindaimisls. 

CYRTOSTOMUS JUGULARIS WOOD!, new subspecies. 

WOOD YELLOW-BREASTED SUNBIRD. 

Type , — Cat. Xo. 200002, U.S.X.^I. Adult male from oue of the 
“Three Islands,” south of Sibutu Island, Philippine Islands, January 
f), 1900. Shot by Leonard Wood, jr., for whom the species is named. 

Characters, — Smaller than C yrtoxtmnns jayalarJs aurora,^ C. jac/u- 
laris ja(j)(laris^ or (\ jag^darJs dh}agatc]}sis,^ old males ditlering from 
all tin •ee in the metallic I'eflections on the middle of the dark metallic 
plastron, which are bluish and violet instead of green-blue; under 
parts shading rcry gradaalhj from i*ich orange, adjoining the dark 
metallic })lastron, to clear yellow on tlie crissum and under tail- 
coverts: back a more golden olive-given than in the other Philippine 
forms; forehead, lores, and superciliary stripe solid metallic violet- 
purjDle. 

Yoimg male (Cat. Xo. 200()00, U.S.X.IM., from Dammi Island, in 
the Sulu Sea, January 4, 1900). — ^liddle of chin, fore neck, and 
throat metallic blue; sides of neck and chest orange-yellow, shading 
to canary yellow on ciassum and under tail-coverts; iipiier parts 
golden olive-green; quills dark grayish brown, edged with olive- 
green, like the back; rectrices tipped with yellowish white, broadest 
externally. 

Measarements of type (skin). — Wing, 52 mm.; tail, 40; culmen 
(chord), 10.5; bill from nostril, 14; tarsus, 14.5; middle toe Avith 
claw, 11.5. 

Geographical range , — Known only from three islets south of Sibutu 
Island, and from Dammi Island. There being no specimens from the 
neighboring small islands, it is not possible to define its range at the 
present time.

Shot by Capt. Halstead Dorey, U. S. Army. Similar to females of 
C, ]. )ag)darh,^ but greener above and paler yellow beloAV. 

44ns proves to be a very distinct form, having for its range the 
islands of Bucas, Dinagat, Leyte, Bohol, and Panay. 

Description of female of Anthreptes eagayanensis Mearns. 
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CAGAYAN STJLU BROWN-THROATED SUNBIRD. 

Chamcters of adult female (Cat. Xo. 2024G.‘5 U.S.N.]\r., collected 
October 15, 1907, on Cagayan Snln Island, in the Suln Sea, Philip- 
pine Islands, by Edgar A. JNIearns). — Dilt'ers from females of 
thveptes grlseigularis in the absence of the grayish white chin and 
throat ; from A, ehlorogaster in the yelloAver exploration of the middle 
iinderparts and greener upper parts; and from A, malaecends only 
in the greater contrast of the canary yellow of the middle nnder- 
parts with the green color of the flanks, which in .1. eagayanensis 
are pale oil-green, and in A, malaecensis olive-yellow. I have no 
female of .1. wiglestoortiil for comparison. Wing, 05 mm.; tail, 47 ; 
culmen (chord), 15.5; bill from nostril, 12; tarsus, 15.8. 

PYRRHULA STEEREI, new species. 

STEERE BULLFINCH.® 

Tyjye. — Cat. No. 210772, U.S.N.M. Adnlt male. Summit of 
Mount Bliss, Malindang group, altitude 5J50 feet, northwestern 
Mindanao, Philippine Islands, June 9, 1900. Collected by Edgar A. 
Mearns (original number 14278). 

Charaeters. — Similar to Pyrrhula leucogenys Grant, ^ from the 
mountains of Lepanto in northern Luzon. The Mindanao bird ditfers 
in being smaller, with a differently colored, much smaller Ipill, more 
brownish coloration, and a tendency to whitening on the middle of 
the abdomen, which the Luzon bird lacks. 

Adult male (type, killed July 9). — Crown and front of head all 
round, to just behind e}^e, black; crown glossed with purplish blue; 
lores, malar region, chin, and upper throat dead black; auriculars 
white; scapulars and interscapular region deep broccoli broAvn; rump 
white; rectrices, upper tail-coverts, primaries, secondaries, tertials, 
primary coverts, and base of greater wing-coverts, glossy bluish 
black; lesser wing-coverts dark broccoli brown; terminal two-fifths of 
greater wing-coverts broccoli brown, paler terminally; outer web of 
innermost secondary edged externally with orange-vermilion; under 
parts broccoli brown, shading to whitish on middle of belly and to 
tawny ochraceous on crissum; axillars pure white; under wing- 
coverts brown at base, broadly white terminally; underside of shafts 
of primary quills white nearly to the tips. Fresh specimens, includ- 
ing the type, were noted in the field as having the iris dark brown; 
bill plumbeous-black, perceptibly horn color at extreme base; feet

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bro^Ynish flesh color, with under side of toes yellowish ; claws brown. 
In the dry skins the bills are uniformly plumbeous-black. 

Adult female (Cat. Nos. 2022G5 and 210771, U.S.N.M., topotypes 
taken May 27 and 30, respectively). — Exactl}^ like the male, except 
that the outer web of the innermost secondary is edged externally 
Avith yellowish orange instead of orange- vermilion. 

Co 7 )ipaeison with Pyndiula leucogenys, — The material used in mak- 
ing the comparison Avith Pyrrhula leucogoiyH consists of tAvo adult 
females of P, Icucogenys^ one (Cat. No. 172435, U.S.N.M.) a topot}^pe 
collected by ]\Ir. John Whitehead in Lepanto Province, Luzon, the 
other (Cat. No. 208435, U.S.N.M.) collected by the author near 
Paoa}^, Benguet Province, Luzon. The first Avas killed December 19, 
1894, the second Jul}^ 28, 1907. The December bird is in fresher 
plumage and someAvhat darkei* and broAAUier than the July specimen. 
The tAYo localities Avere in sight of each other, perhaps 20 miles apart. 
In both of the Luzon bii*ds the bills still shoAV a large amount of 
yelloAY, as sIioaa n in ilr. Keuleman s excellent figures of the male and 
female (Plate 14) published in the Ibis for 1895, opposite page 455. 
From a female oi PAeueogenys (Cat. No. 208435, U.S.N.M.) 

just shot I noted the folIoAAung: Iris gra^dsh broAYii; bill yelloAvish 
horn color, bi oadly black on commissural line and at tip ; feet broAvn- 
ish flesh color; cUiays darker broAYn. 

C (ympamtive measunments, of fresh specimens (by the author). — 
Cat. No. 210771, U.S.N.M., an adult female topotype of Pyrrhula 
stecrel^ and Cat. No. 208435, an adult female of P. leueogenys^ from 
near the type locality, presented the folloAYing measurements: Length, 
152, 1G8 mm. ; alar expanse, 242, 259 ; AYing, 77, 82 ; tail, G5, 71 ; culmen 
(chord), 10.5, 11.3; tarsus, 17.5, 18.5; middle toe Avith its claAV, 
1G.5, 19. 

Iiema7p , — It seems fitting that this species should be named in 
honor of Prof. J. B. Steere, ayIio has contributed so much to our 
knoAvledge of Philippine l)irds.

Type. — Cat. No. 202009, U.S.N.M. Adult male, collected at 3,000 
feet altitude on ilount Ilalcon, Mindoro Island, November 30, IDOG, 
by Edgar A. Mearns, 

C haracters . — Slightly larger than Dierurus halicassius from Luzon 
Island; also differing in having the metallic reflections of the upper 
parts and breast greenish blue instead of bluish green. 

Measurements of type (adult male). — Wing, 148 mm.; tail, 130; 
culmen, 27 ; tarsus, 2u. 

Measurements of three adult female topotypes (Cat. Nos. 20200G-8, 
U.S.N.M.). — Wing, 143, 146, 144 mm.; tail, 128, 129, 129; culmen, 
27.5, 31, 29; tarsus, 2G, 25, 25. 

CHIBIA CAGAYANENSIS, new species. 

CAGAYAN SULU DRONGO SHRIKE, 

Type. — Cat. No. 191894, U.S.N.M. Adult female from Cagayan 
Sulu Island, in the western part of the Sulu Sea, Philippine Islands, 
collected February 2G, 1904, by Edgar A. Mearns. (Original num- 
ber, 13285.) 

Characters , — Very similar to Chihia palawanensis,^ differing only 
in its somewhat larger size, shallower forking of the tail, the nar- 
rower and very much smaller spangles on the bi'east, and in the 
absence of metallic green on the upper tail-coverts. 

Measurements of shin (t}qie and only specimen). — Length, 2G0 
mm.; Aving, 13G; tail, 12C; emargination of tail, IG; culmen (chord), 
28.5; tarsus, 24.5. 

Measurements of tiro adult female topotypes of Chihia palaicanen- 
sis (Cat. Nos. 1G1330 and 1G1331, IT.S.N.M.). — Length, 157, 150 mm.; 
wing, 133, 131; tail, 12G, 130; emargination of tail, 20, 20; culmen, 
28, 27; tarsus, 23, 25.5. 

Remark , — I saAV a number of these birds on the island of Cagayan 
Sulu on my brief first visib
